How the Accident Oeoorred. 

CmoAOO, .Tnly 17.— A caisson of Bat- 
tery F, Second urtillor}-. IT, S. A., ex- 
ploded witli toiriblu forto shortly after 
1 o'clock yesterday aftoruoon at Graud 
and Oakwood boulevarda. Two artil- 
lery men and one trooper wen Initantly 
killed. Nearly a soore of other persons, 
troops, residents iu the vicinity and 
posserBby were injured, some of tliem 
fatally. The list of the kiliod and 
wounded U as foUowa:

The ooops len Brighton park for a 
long march inmnd the oity to exercise 
the norses. They were in command of 
CapUin Dodd of Troop F, Third oaral- 
ry, and oonaisted of Troop F, Third cav- 
alry, 40 men; Troop E, Sixth oavi^, 
Llenten(uit Tate, 40 men; platoon of 
Battery F, Second artillery, two guns. 
Lieutenant Gayle, 23 men; Tioop B, 
Seventh oavalzy, Captain Yamnm, 40 
men. 

The men inarched in this order. 
Everything went smoothly and there 
were no incidents until tha column 
marching south on Grand bonlevard 

was j ust crossing Oakwood boulevard. 
Tlicii a tenitic explosion occurred. The 
men on the caisson, supposed toln' Donno- 
van and Doyle, were literally blown to 
jiicces, and the others were thrown 
many feet by tlie violence of tlui concus- 
sion. Four of tlie horses drawin),' the 
caiss(ju fell in their tracks shut throutjh 
and horribly mangled, while the others 
were blown 'A) fet't ahead against the 
trees on th(> boulevard, dyin^; instantly. 
The caisson was blown to atonis, not a 
j)iece of it larger than a man's liand be- 
ing found. The bonlevard looked liko 
a battlelield. 

There was a (juick .series of e.-cjilosions 
after tlie tlrst report and Shrapnel shot 
rained like hail anion),' the trees on tho 
boulejard and picn\d the surrounding 
dwellings. The concussion broke every 
window in the houses Uyx bloc-ks away. 
The walls and roofs of the dwelling, 
showed the territic eiYec^t of tho missiles. 
Unexphxled shells of the rear part of 
the caisson lay strewn over the gromid. 

With the explosion come great con- 
fusion of the troops, and for a moment 
the men and otfieers seemed powerless 
to move. To this was added the fright 
of the occupants of the surrounding 
houses, who run screaming from their 
dwellings only to l)e sickened by the sight 
in the stroet. 

A still aliinn of fire had been turned 
in, and with the fire department came 
' the stookyt -ds police patrcd wagun. 
The wagon was sent back to the station 
and it returned with 35 men under com- 
mand of Lieutenant Morrisser. He 
then telephoned to Hyde Park for rein- 
focoementa and looa Captain Dollard 
arrived with MS more men. Later, In- 
spectors Hnnt and Fitapatriok and Lien- 
twant Bonfleld arrived. 

It was some little time belore the two 
dead artillery men could be fonnd. One 
of them mangled beyond recognition, 
hut supposed to be Doyle, had been 
blown over a Ikiard sign, 28 feet high, 
and was found in a vacant lot behind it. 
One leg and on arm were gone. The 
other man. supposed to be Dounovan, 
bud been tn.owu about .SOO feet diagon- 
ally to the r^^^'ht and w a> found in a va- 
cant lot near the Lake Shore tracks. 
Joseph ( iaylor WKS foond udar where he 
Wivs struck. 

Great damage was wrought by the 
explosion to ueighlniring projKTty. Win- 
dows in most of thu uuiTunudiug houties 
were blown out, and the damage to 



residence and parkT property m the 
neighborhood ox the aoddent is esti- 
mated at |iO,000. The house of E. O. 
Huehling wui^damaged to the extent of 
about ^n, Of*), most of the windows 
being demolttlMd. One of the shells 
straok tlM loof of the honse and tore 
away part >f the roof. Another shell 
Btmck betw< en one of the bay windows 
and the wall of Mr. Hnehllng'a hooM 
and stack ii. thia position. 

P. B. Cubcer of 8938 Grand bonlevard 
lives dhreotl ' opposite where the aod* 
dent occurtud, and sustained a lota of 
about |l,60v. A large piece of one of 
the wheels f the gun carriage was car- 
ried through his sittingroom window, 
and oairied away a large lamp which 
stood in the window. 

The house of Samuel B. Foster, attor- 
ney for the Grand Trunk road, suffered 
a In,ss of a>out fl.OOO, having every 
window iu the house shot away and the 
blinds of 'tiM tamt wlndowB torn to 

pieces. 

At the home of M.uirii-c Dodgf>, at 
3H2.") Grand boulevard, the loss was 
about $TO(i, mostly in plati'^lass win- 
dows and woodwork around the rooms. 

Tlie house ,,f K 11. Howe, ktt -.mi 
(irand boulevard, was oae of the build- 
ings mostly d.inioged. EUa k« UiMti- 
mated at $:J,0U0. 

Tho house of A. Devlin, at ;j'.i:i3 
(jir:ind boulevard, was damaged abiiut 
^:i,.'iO0. ( »ne ol the iron shells struck 
the balei .ny rail and lodged there. All 
the wind )\vs were blown out, and the 
glass scut'eied arouiid the rooms, to- 
gether with pieces of the gnn oanriage 
and surrounding streets. 

(|General Miles directed Captain Midl- 
er and Colonel Willitson of the commis- 
sary department and a former com- 
mander of the battery to go to the scene 
of the accident and seciu-e a report of 
the affair. On the rettu-n of Colonel 
Willitson, he gave the following verbal 
account of the accident preparatory to 
writing his report: 

"The command onder the escort of 
the cavalry wa^j taking its daily march 
exercise. The caisson consists of a lim- 
ber, on which is 'a chest, and the car- 
riage containing two cheats more of am- 
mnnition, makfiig tinree oheata on the 
caisson. The explosion oocnrred in tl ; 
chest of the limber and the foroa of ti-e 
explosion was to the rear, tearing away 
the caisson^ and ignitingthe powder in 
the other two chests. The first caisson 
tmrried 42 Shrapnel and 44 cartridges. 
The Shrapnel are loaded with percussion 
shell, containing fulminates and small 
balls, and are fln^d from tho cannon by 
a ciurtridge ontuiuing, as in this case, 
a 3-1 pounds of powder. 

"My theory (u the accident is that the 
screw plug at the base of the Shrupi.el 
became loosened,. some of the powder 
leaked out and being ground and pound- 
ed by the jolting of the limber, ignitid 
tile powdiT in the cartridges exploded, 
and the ignition of tho cartridges in the 
other two chests f(jllowed. In the sec- 
ond chest on the caission were ^ti tii o 
sliells, 10 Shrajinel and their comple- 
ment of -44 cartridges; in tli(> third and 
rear chest were -42 sliells and -11 cart- 
ridges. The forcii of the explosion can 
l)«> more readily understood, when it is 
rememlxred that the l.'i'.' cartridges coii- 
taiiied Hit.') ixiuiidsnf powder. 

"The men who were in the detach- 
ment said that they recogniztnl two uis- 
tinct reports seemingly almost simul- 
taneous. This was the lindier chest fol- 
lowed almost in the instant by (he other 
two chests. The rattle (pf explosions 
that followed the great detonation was 
the bursting of tho Shrapnel as they 
struck the ground. The men on the 
caisson were lifted by the explosion 
while the horses were killed by the mis- 
silts from the Slirapnel. All ol I lie 42 
Shrapnel in the limber chest exploded 
while four of the lii in the seconil chest 
were found une.xjiloded. None of the 
shells exploded. They d# not contain 
any fulminate and aru ftrud by a time 
fuse. 

"I take no stock in the theory that 
dyiuunite had anything to do with it. 
The greatest caution is always taken 
about ammunitions. Each chest is 
locked by a Yale lock specially made 
for the government. There ore no kqra 
in any battery that will unlock any bat 
the chest to which it belongs, and I do 
not believe that there is a key in Chi- 
cago that will unlock any or oar artil- 
lery chests. The ammnnition is moat 
carefully packed under the supervision 
of an offloar. i Every day it is examined. 
Thia Oaiaaon was inspected last evening. 
All the Shrapnel were looked after and 
the screw plugs examined and tight- 
ened. 

"IlunrB no recollection of a similar 
aootdentin the Unit«d Statw artillery, 
and it la the first on record ao far as I 

can learn. The guns were the new 
rifled field pieces recently introduced 
into the service, anil have never seen 
active duty. The mnniunition is a couple 
of months old, and lia.s been jolted over 
the rough roaxls in Kansas, and yet 
when going at alight trot on the smooth- 
est road iu Cliicogo the explosion took 
Dhtoe."

strike News. 

S.\N Fhanciscu, .July 17.— The South- 
ern I'la'i.'ic Itailway company, backed by 
the combined military forces of the fed- 
eral and state (^remmenta, oontinnea to 
maintain a fairly aatiafaotory paaaenger 
service in northern California. But 
notwif hstanding this formidable niili- 
tary array, the railroad oHieials have 
lipeii unable to retrieve the lo«t nianage- 
meiit of their freight business. The 
passenger service, too, is by no means 
restored, for trains are still sidetracked 
at night time as a precautionary meas- 
ure against tmin wreckers. 

In Oakland yesterday th(> strikers 
fornifd into several riotous mobn of 200 
or ';oo men each. All incoming and 
outgoing passenger trains were so 
sti-' i],ily ;;u. tided 'hat they were not in- 
terlLied sVuh, but the fury of these mobs 
fell upon such luckless nonunion men 
as the strikers were able to waylay go- 
iug to and from work. Several times 
the troops were oulle<l out to disperse 
the rioters and roscne nonunion men. 

Shortly after niKin a freight train was 
started from the yards on the mole. At 
the Seventh street cros.siug, the non- 

uni lien m charge of the traiti found 

themselves at tin? mercy of a mob of 
strikers. A striker had managed to 
climb aboard and cut the airbrakes. Thu 
train was stalled and the rioters, who 
were soon swarming ab«ut, had dra>vn 
all the coupling pins. Then a troop of 
cavalry ami a commny of infantry came 
down uiton the mOD. 

The cavalry men used their sabres 
and clubbed with their pistols, and the 
foot soldiers prodded freely with their 
bayoneta. In the straggle two shots 
were fired by the soldiers, though no one 
wus hit. The strikers were finally put 
to flight. A unmber of the rioters 
sought refuge in the cottage of a striker. 
The soldiers followed, raided the house 
and arrested SI men. Several of the 
rioters were severely cut and bruised. 
The freight train was run to a sidetrack 
and ttbaudoueil. 

After this occurrence, the soldiers go- 
ing on trains as guards were given posi- 
tive orders to shoot anyone who at- 
tempted to interfere with any train. 
Finally a freight train was sent guard 
ed by about GOO militia. 

Out of Sacramento, trains are run- 
ning with less interference. Several 
freight trains have been dispatclu-d 
from that point. The railway company 
announces that several fruit trains wiil 
soon lie dispatched from Sacramento. 
Owing to the recent burning of a trestle 
on the Siskyou region, no trains have 
be<;n st>nt out on the Ogden brunch. A 
train will jirobably M dispatched for 

Portland to'lay. 

I'as.seiifrer trains from the east are 
now aiTiving iu San Francisco. Eight 
days eastern mall waa received here yea- 

terday. 

The Soutlitrn Pacific olHcials claim 
that many of the strikers are ap]>lying 
to be taken buck, and say employment 
will Ix' giv< n to all but those most ac- 
tive in organi/iiig the strike. 

At Sacramento several liuudred men 
returned to work in the railioad shops 
yesterday. Tiny were compelled to 
sign an agree meiit to withdraw fkom 
the Americiui Railway union. 

There was considerable excitement at 
DuiiKinuir yesterday afternoon. Cap- 
tain Paulson, commanding, a Stockton 
militia company that was serving as 
guard on a passenger train, arrested a 
citizen who crossed the tracks and ap- 
proached the train. The captain fiour- 
ished a revolver and arrosttAi him. At 
Dunsmuir the sympathy is largely with 
the strikers, and Captain Paolaon was 
graonptly arreated by the dvil anthcri- 

Debi tu U« .li ri-sted. 

Ciiicvifo. July 17.— Distrii't Attorney 
Milcllrl.■^t has prepared an information 
which wdi be filed in the United States 
circuit l ourt charging Debs and the 
oiliei otlict rs of the American Railway 
union with contempt of court. Debs, 
Ho\. ard, Rogers and Keleher will be 
named as having violated tho injunction 
of the court, .ludge Seaman vnll sum- 
mon the defendants to appear in coiurt 
at once and a rule will be entered com- 
manding them to show cause why they 
should not be punished. 

District Attorney Milohrist said that 
tho court will probably make the rule 
retomable at some future day, when 
the matter can be heard by Judges 
Ghposscup and Woods who issued the in 
junction. In the meantime the accused 
nuq be admitted to ^ail. The information 
will contain the alleged acts on which 
the charge of contempt is baaed, copies 
of telegraphio and other ordera sent 
from the headqoartera of the atrike. di- 
recting men to leave the work, wili be 
filed with it. 

Mr. Milchriat aaid the court can com- 
mit the leaders to jail without bail, and 
with no hope of release from habetus 
corpus proceedings, so large is the power 
coufernid upon th*^ federal judges uudei 
the law. Tnere la no law limiting the 
duration of the oonflnement.

As the negroes came out i)iie by 
one a sliot woidd be .st'ut at hiiu aud 
they w(jiild drop to the grooiid either 

i'atally wounded or dead. 

After the third negro had fallen the 
deputies opened tire oil tTie mot) and a 
fierce battle took place. B. W. Tieive, 
commander ot tlie deputies, fell to the 
gromid. A Winchester ball had pierced 
his body just above the heart. Almost 
at the same instant one of tho strikers 
was .seen to fall, bur he arose again to 
his knees, and taking aim with his 
Winchester, ttred four times at the dep- 
uties. The deputies kept reloading 
the guns and firing, and the mub began 
dispersing. The deputies then made a 
tour around the wounded striker, 
who was still tiring, and after a time 
they succeeded in silencing his gun. 
He proved to be a Frenchman. 

Another section of the mob made an 
attack on a train which was canying 
the negroes from mine No. 4 to their 
homes. There was several guards on 
the engine and the attack was answered 
with a fusulode of bullets. The fint 
shot from the strikers went through the 
cab window of the engine and just 
missed killing the engineer and J. J. 
Moore, the superintendent at the mines. 

Telegrams were sent to tiiwii in haste 
for help and Sheriff Mori'ow summoned 
85 deputii's. 

Governor ^ont-s, who is still in the 
city, hastily summoned the Birmingham 
battalion of the state troops. 

At noon ye-i i l.iv tlie Second regi- 
ment was leii. ved from duty. The 
East Lake company w.is still in camp 
guarding the tfnt>, and thev were 
marched to a train and hastily carried 
to I'ratts with the dejjutii s. The gov- 
ernor ordered the Second ii giment into 
camp anil closed all the s.dooiis in the 
county. (Jut at I'ratts posses were 
hastily formed, and the woods were 
scouted for miles and miles, but tin- 
miners had made good their e-i iipe. 
The work of hunting uj) the dead and 
Wounded then began. Ten men were 
picked up. and si,\ are (lead. The names 
of the negroes ^re not known. The 
Frenchman's name wa^iian .Jatlor. 

(ieorge Camiibell. colored, had his 
leg broken and a bullet went through 
his chin. He say> that the striker came 
on him after he was down and kicked 
him and tireil another shot into his 
nose. 

The negroes are terror-stricken and 
are running wild. The streets alxiut 
town are crowded with people, and all 
sorts of rumors are flying about. 

A courier has just returned from the 
scene and everything is well guanled 
there fur another attack, should one be 
made. 

Thu bodies of the two white men and 
one of the negroes have just been 
brought to the city and the undertaking 
shops for blocks and blocka are crowdea 
with a surging mass of humanity. 

The Third regiment of the state troops 
have been ordned into camp here and 
more than fiOO soldiers will soon bs on 
the scene. 

Report just comes that a dead negro 
was found one mile from the scene of 
the battle on the Kansas City track.

k vote of rJ5 to 27, adopt>>d a n sohition, 
uffercd bj Mr. McCreary Kentucky, 
endorsing the aotian of the president 
and the administration iii suppressing 
lawlessiuss in cuuuection with the 
Ptriko. It was adopted uuder a suspen- 
fiion of the nilos, only 80 minutes l)eing 
allowed ft)r debate. Mr. McCrem-y and 
Mr. Cntchings made short nix ec lies in 
support of the resolution, and Mr. Pence 
and Mr. Bland indnlgt^d in some criti- 
rism of the uttiou of t)ie ndniioistration, 
but neither wns unduly st vu-c. 

The remainder of tile du.f was spant 
in an effort to press the Bailey bank* 
niptQX bill, but, although it was en- 
grossed and read a third ^uie, the quo- 
nun failed on the final Yote. 
At SUM) p. m. the house adjourned, 
The Bailey bill is porely a roluntory 
bankmptcj measure. It is limited iu 
its operation to two years. Under it 
property is administered according to 
state laws, f as creating no officers or 
new machinery fer its execution. 

The bill prorides that if any debtor 
owing fMw «r mor« shall execute anas 
■ignment ti^ according to the laws of 
the state in which he resides, and as to 
his property situated elsewhere, ralid 
according to the law of the place where 
it is located and also iu accoidance With 
its own req remcuts, he shall be dis 
ohaxged from his debts. 

The only requirements which the bill 
itself exacts are that the assignment 
shall include all of the debtor's property 
not exempt sh;U! be for the e(iual 

benefit of all his creaitdrs \Titliout pref- 
erence, except for debts dnu for labor 
and to tJie state aud g. u* ral govern 
ment. It cxemijts siu^h pnifH'rty us 
may be exempt fioiii f(jreed sales under 
the law of the debtor'* domicile. 

It further providi s that four months 
after the debtor has esecuteJ his assiKU- 
iiieiit he may tile his petiriim iu the fed 
eral eiiurt, alleging under oatli a full 
(■(iinplianee witli the law anil praying to 
be discharged from furtlier liability of 
lii> debtij. His creditors are eiteil to 
a]ipear, and they liave a reasonable time 
in wliieh to tile tlieir answer and to con 
test the debtor's right to a juilgment, 
If upon the trial it should appear that 
the delitor has given any preference by 
assignment or otherwise, or that he haa 
done anything to prevent a fair and 
equal division of liis property pro rata 
among his creditors, or that he lias at 
tempted to (1 fraud his creditors, then 
the court must refuse to disehai vt hmi 
Tlie bill further provides that if an 
attachment has been levied that debtor 
can still (xecute an assignment which 
shall vacate tlie attachnieut, and h(3 will 
then be entitled to the benefit of the 
law. If the attachment is collusive and 
the debtor permits it to stand he do- 
prives himself of a release and his 
creditors still have their action in all the 
courts to set aside the attaohmonton 
the gronpd of fraud. 

In the Httiittt*. 

Washinqton, July 17.— Two more 
appropriation bills— the legislative, ex- 
ecutive and Judicial and the Distiict of 
Columbia— were disposed of by the sen- 
ate yesterday. The agricultural appro- 
priation bill was also considered and 
was on the point of being passed, but 
there were lereral individual amend- 
ments left to be ooniidered. This leaves 
but three more appropriation bills to be 
considered: The Indian, randry dvil 
and deficiency, and of these only the 
first has oome hrom the committee. 

The anti-option bill, which has been 
on the vice president's table since it 
came from the several house weeks ago, 
was referred to the committee on agri- 
culture and forestry.
